The reasons given for tin; ciiiircii'.T deci- 
sion by Bishop UGrando Richards seem 
plausible, and should not be considered as 
n breach o£ good intentions In iiny way. 

It Is true that the LDS church had vlr- 
tufiUy Rgreca to cooperate with Twin Falls 
In the development ot a first class hospital 
here, half the cost of which the church 
would boar, up to a combined total of $750,000. 

But the proposal which the church turned 
dowTi was not the same umlcrfitandlnR that 
prompted the original offer. Orlplnally It 
■was understood that the present county hos- 
pital would be acquired and that all the im- 
provements and ejtpcndlture.'; would be con- 
solidated Into one out^tandlnj! hospital op- 
crated by the church. 

"When It became known that the county 
hospital could not be purchased without the 
consent ot the voters, the church was asked 
If It would participate In the establishment 
of another hospital, with the county con- 
tinuing to own Its present institution. This 
the church declined to do, although It atUl 
assured Tvi\n Falls that It would aid In any 
lniprovement.s that mleht be made on the 
present hospital. 

So long a.s the hospital Is owned and op- 
crated by the county It Is controlled by poli- 
tics, and It is easy to see why the church 
would not care to become Involved In any 
election which might Involve a religious Issue. 
Moreover. It Is n general rule that hospitals 
do well If they p.ay their own way, to .'iay 
nothing about profit. Many hospitals op- 
erate at a loss year after year, with the 
-public being called upon lor funds to offset 
the deficits. 

The church was willing to a.isumo any 
such deficits If It wero permitted to operate 
the only hospital In Twin Falls, but with the 
competition ot the county hospital and the 
responsibility ot factional differences which 
might result from the operation of two Instl- 
.tutlons. we can understand why the church 
would hesitate to undertake any auch re- 
cponslblllty. 

Tlie difficulty In operating a county hos- 
pital at the taxpnyers' expense, at least be- 
yond the scope of caring for the Indigent 
sick. Is that taxpayers are fundamentally 
Interested In their own Immediate com- 
munities. 

We can see. tor instance, why the people 
living In and around Buhl, might not be par- 
ticularly Interested In paying taxes to main- 
tain a large general hospital In Twin Falls, 
at least It there were any possibility of hav- 
ing a hospital of their own. 

It's to the credit of both Buhl and Jerome 
that they are now making extensive plans 
lor hospitals In those towns. And sooner or 
later Twin Falls must decide aL^o to have a 
hospital of Ita own. 

That's a community responsibility. 

It Is encouraging to know that the citizens' 
committee which ha-f been working for bet- 
ter hospital facilities for Twin Falls has no 
Intention ot giving up. In ,iplte of the LDS 
church's decision. 

It'x up to all of us to support this committee 
In Its continued determination. The nrob- 
lem must bo solved u*lLh as little delay as 
possible.
